| Many persons prophesied it would be McKee and 
Maguire, Otbers thought it certain that Gen.

or corrupted by outside parties. Those who are 
conducting the prosecutions against th» Ring 
here have placed much imp rtauce upon the 
necessity of obtaining an incorruptible jury, aud 
much vigilance has been used in summoning 
those who are to serve at this term of court. 

When the jury bad been disposed of, Judge 
Treat proceeded to call the docket in regular 
order. When the name of William R. Joustt. 
distiller, was reached, that gentieman promptly 
stepped forward and asked to withdraw his plea 
of not guilty, and to 

ENTER A PLEA OF GUILTY. 

His plea of guilty was accepted, and ordered 
to be entered. The District-Attorney informed 
the Court that there were others who had agreed 
to come in and plead guilty, but who were not 
then present in court, though no other indicted 
parties appeared, and Jouett was the only one 
of the Whisky- Ring who pleaded guilty. Jouett is 

ONE OF THE MOST PROMINENT DISTILLER 
in the city, and is charged with defrauding the 
Goveroment of its revenue by selling a large 
amount of whisky upon which the tax hed 
not been paid. The amount of taxes which be 
is thus accused of evading is $80,000. His 
distiliery is now in the hands of United States 
Collector Clurgeon. It is said the case against 
Jouett is one of the strongest against any of 
the St. Louis distiliers and rectifiers. When the 
other distillers pleaded guilty some time ago to 
the same charges, the fact that Jouett did not 
also acknowledge his guilt and throw himseif 
upon the mercy of the Court was much com- 
mented op, aud gave * 4 apne sag reports 
Gamaging to him, as weil as to outside persons. 
It was asserted by the Cincinnati Gazelle, and re- 
aseerted by a paper in this city, that Collector 
Casey, Collector at New Orleans, and brother-in- 
law of the President, was a partner of Jouett,

DARE NOT PROCEED AGAINST HIM. 

It was also asserted in proof of this that, just 
after the indictment of Jonett last spring, 
Casey came to St. Louis and had a number of 
private conferences with Jouett, as he did also 
with Joyce afd McDonald.

EX-COMMISSIONER DOUCLASS. 
HIS REFUSAL OF AN OFFER TO EXPOSE THE RING. 
Cincinnati Gazelle,

the summer of 1874 between a very prominent 
lawyer of this city and Mr. Dougiass, then 
Commissioner of Internal Berenue, be- 
comes interesting, a sbowing the im- 
possibility of then seccriog action against the 
Ring from the proper officers of the Treasury.

| Company. While serving as Gaoger for these 


firms, be sold at different times small amounts 
of alcohol to Judson 8. Jacobus, a druggist, cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Thirty-first street, 
and for that offense was arrested. His explacs- 
tion was tbat the firms for whom he had worked 
bad given bim the epints; but the Com- 
missioner nevertheless held him to bail in 32,000. 
The case was not considered a very large or im- 
portant one by the officers, aad it did not appear 
that more than 25 or 30 gailons bad been sold by 
Marshall. After the examination had been con- 
cluded before the Commissioner it came to light 
that an indictment bad been found againet Mar- 
shall by the Grand Jury, aud he was accordingly 
cited before the District Court to give bail to ap- 
pear for trial.

The Effort to Secure a Fair Election 
There te Be Contiausd. 


Narrations of Experiences at the Polls, 


— 


The respectable citizens of the Twentieth 
Ward are justly indignant at the frauds which 
were put upon them and the city by the bummer 
element of the ward at the late election. In or- 
der to obtain a genera] expression of views, they 
decided to hold a meeting last evening at Glick- 
auf's Hall, No. 83 North Clark street. At the 
bour named there was a large gathering of gen- 
tiemen, comprising the, wealthiest and 


most respectable citizens of the ward. 
Among those present were the Hon. 
I, N. Arnold, Mr. H. Bausher, Mr. Hoge, 


H. J. Willing, J. 8. Rumsey, Col. A. Keith, C. 
R. Corbin, the Rev. L. C. Chamberlain, J. Mo- 
Gregor Adams, J. 8. Kirk, A. M. Thomson, A. 
M. Pence, L. A. White, Mr. Cragin, John Wood- 
bridge, George M. High, and ex-Ald. Proud- 
foot. 

Previous to the meeting circulars were handed 
around containing an address to the voters of the 
ward, the constitution of the Citizens’ Ward 
Club, and extracts from the Ilinois Statutes 
regulating elections. A large numover of signua- 
tures Were obtained to the constitution. 

MR. JULIAN s. RUMSEY, 

President of the Club, in calling the meeting to 
order, stated that the Club had been organized 
to protect the ballot-box in the future, aod pun- 
ish. fraud io the past. It was believed that 
fraud had been committed at the last election, 
and the first thing to do was to use every meaus 
to briog the scoundrelly ‘‘ repeaters” and 
stuffers” to justice. 

The Rev. L. C. Chamberiain said that he bed 
received a letter from Mr. E. C. Larned, who 
bad been announced to address the Club, stating 
that he was prevented from attending the meet- 
ing by reason of a prior engagement, 

r. Rumsey rose, and said that he was one of 
those who bad been announced to speak, and un- 
der the circumstances he would make a few re- 
marks. Avenerabieuncieof his, George W. Dole, 
who died about twelve years previously, bad 
taugbt him to regard with reverence the ballot. 
box and to do bis duty at election seasons. He 
was not a spéech-maker, but he did a good deal 
of thinking. He had enlisted for the campaign, 
whether it be for one year or ten years, iu order 
to stop the outrageous frauds that had been per- 
petrated in the city, and to punish every mao 
who attempted them. Let the people stand up 
and maintain their rights. 

THE REV. L. c. CHAMBERLAIN 

was the next speaker. He did vot believe that 
it was exactiy appropriate for him to spesk at 
this meeting, as it was ratber out of his line. 
He could see, however, that the gentlemen pres- 
ent had as deep conceptions of bonesty and 
peng as he bimself. Coming here, he felt that 
1@ stood Spon a broad, unpartiean platform. 
It matter not whether be was a Hesing 
man or a Republican, The object of the 
meeting was to guard the ballot-boxy and 
everybody of every party could enter into the 
movement, Tne purpose of the Club bad been 
partially achieved atthe election, as no doubt 
many illegal votes were prevented. The que 
tion in hat eleet on was not whether one part 

or the other should t1ininpb, but whether a — 
man or a bad man should control the County 
Treasury. The victory was oo the right side, 
but the people should not stop here, but go far- 
ther, until they had put good men in the County 
Commissionerships. 

The sacredness of the franchise was a thing 
to be most carefully guarded... The people bad 
seen men, women, and childrea moved to 
enthusiasm by reason of some indignity cast 
upon the American flag ; and how much greater 
should be the excitement and alarm when the 
rights of decent citizens were tram led upon by 
rogues at the odaliot-box. The frauds that bad 
beep perpetrated in the Twentieth Ward had 
been of the most monstrous character. 
It was a shame that the citizens 
of the ward should be obliged to submit to the 
insults and indignities of a set of brutal knavea, 
that they should have to go to low resorts in or- 
der to cast their votes, and be obliged to crouch 
down to see the men who set themselves up as 
judges, and to be hustled sbout by a crowd of 
roughs and ballies. In closing, Mr. Chamber- 
lain called upou every man who possessed any 
self-respect to come forward apd jcin the club, 


and use bis efforts. and influence in be- 
halt of honest elections and good 
vovernment. He said that more blame was to 


be attached to the good people of the civy for 
the frauds at the polls than to the vilest of the 
scum by whom they bad deen perpetrated... The 
reason vas because tbe respectable ole ments had 
been indifferent, and bad ailowed the troughs to 
triumph. [Applause.] 

MR. 4. M. PENCE 

said that it was a hopeful sien to see fo many 
people present at this meeting, showing that 
they were determined to prevent fiaudain the 
tucule. As bad been said by che previous speas- 
er. the chief responsibility amovg officials 
rested upoa the County Commissioners and the 
City Council—the worst of ali the riugs. Ther 
sought for votes by every illegal means, and 
they ran the city and county io their own iuter- 
esis. It was the men who wore to govern them 
that the audience should look after, and not to 
the political prinewles which were advocated. 
It was known that the politicians of the 
city vacillate from one party to another, as 
they thought either party would win. The man 


who represented Twentieth Ward in 
the Council was that kind of a man. He 
hed been elected. by the worst elements 


of the ward, The politicians overestimated 
the power of the crowd that came together abd 
howled at the ward meetings. Their miscon- 
ception was well i'lostrated at the last election, 
when the respectable citizens. were aroused, and 
came out, and defeated the candidates of the 


1 party.

THE MERRY Wives OF WINDSOR. 
» The 29 of Nicolai's charming comic 
opera, Tue Merry Wives of Windsor,” by the 
Liederkranz Society last evening, at McVicker's 
Theatre, regallg other ces of opera by 
home talent? It was the tenth occasion of this 
character. The German Musical Society gave 
“The Village Barber” in 1856, and Czar and Car- 
penter “ aud Tue bier of the Regiment 
in 1857. In 1862, a party of amateurs, 
among them Mrs. Bostwick, Mrs. Matteson 
Mr. Charles H. Seayerns and Me. De Passio, gave 
Semiramide in Bryan Hall. Two years after- 
wards the Musical Union gave the “ Czar and 
Carpenter.” The year.1870 waa a prolific one. 
In February the Germania Mennerchor gave 
„Der Freischuets,“ Io M the Copcordia 
Mennerchor presented “The Magic Flute, 
and the following month the Germania 
Meonerchor gave Stradella.“ Last year 
the Liederkranz gave Masaniello,“ and 
now they have brought out “The 
Merry Wives.” The sparklng little opera is 
almost unknown here. it has been done but 
once at the Crosby Opera-House, in February- 
1871—with Carl Formes as Faisiaf, and Licht, 
may. Haffner, Habelmann, Vierling, and Roeme, 
in the cast. Its overture is well known by fre- 
quent repetitions, for it has always been a pop- 
ular concert number, but beyond this the work 
may be called pew to the great mass of opera- 
goers, although the instrumentation is 80 rich 
aud brilliant, the vocal seore so thoroughly 
original and interesting, and the text so full of 
humor, that it is remarkable it bas not been pre-

was a successful one. There were points here 
and there, like Mile. Rosetti’s interpolated son 
io the third act, Mr. Sebultze’s Lark song, an 
Mr. Koch's drinkieg song that, wete well done, 
and the finales of the first and second acts were 
given with great zest and eothusiasm, but the 
performance, as a whole was far from being « 
success. We reverve a detailed notice of the so- 
loists tndrvidually for another occasion, when thev 
shall have had furtber ov: orbunity to get accus- 
tome tothe er parts, but of them asa whole wemay 
say that they fairly mutilated and butchered 
some of the best concerced numbers by false 
singiog. We hope this defect will be remedied 
when the nove ty is worn off, otherwise the 
performances wül be simply distressing, and we 
await such time before singling out the soloisis 
for notice. There is little t) say for the chorus, 
as it bas little to do—so little, in fact, that its 
part is really a mere trifle. On this account we 
are somewhat surprised at the choice of 
this opera if. the. conductor wished to 
show off h.s society. In our home performances 
of opera bi herto, the chorus bas been the main 
feature, and alwave a very pleasant feature, be- 
cause it bas been larger, fresher, and betrer than 
the old stegere brought in the tessional 
troupes; Dut, in this case, the n of the 
work bas to be carried by the solcists, and this 
burden was so wearisome last evening that be- 
fore they had closed the second act they began 
to waver, and in the third act went 
all to pieces, Tbe dramatic presentation was | 
superior to the vocal, but this also is largel 
open to improvement. Both Mile. Rosetti and 
Miss Von Wordragen carry themselves well on 
the stage, and were vivacious, and spirited, and 
merry, as beftted the. wives of Windsor. 
Sweet Ann Page was a tigid Ann, but at the 
same time did not seriously mar ner role, except 
in the singing. Mr. Koch's Falstaff’ was most 
uufortunate in make up, bemg altorether 
too young and irregularly ana angularly 
stomacbed, and lacked the eusyity, aod gusto. 
aod unctuous villainy characteristic of tha fat 
old Knight, Mr, Schultze is a singer, not an 
actor, and wisely makes no dramatic pretensions, 
for wbich he has some very illustnous prece- 
dents op the professional stage, but he atone! 
for this lack by some of bis best aod sweetest 
Slender (Mr. Wolf) end Cajus (Mr.

Meyer) were well made up. Nature has been 
very kind to the former gentleman

In dealing with the Court-House question 
the Board of County Commissioners seem to 
have lost sight of the fact that the bounda- 
ries of Cook Connty inclose a settlement 
known as the City of Chicago. All the 
action of the Board in the election of an 
architect, the adoption of a plan, the selec- 
tion of building material, the award of con- 
tracts, etc., appear to have been based on the 
assumption that the interests and wishes of 
the people of Chicago are entitled to no con- 
sideration. Even the city members of the 
Board apparently share in this feeling. A 
glance at the figures of last Tuesday's elec- 
tion should suggest to these gentlemen the 
possibility that they are overlooking an im- 
portant constituency. Of the total number 
| of votes polled, 55,794 were in the city of 
Chicago, and 9,456 in the outside county 
towns, or five-sixths in Chicago. But, as 
considerably over one-half the outside vote 
was cast in Hyde Park, Evanston, Lake, 
Lake View, and Cicero, towns chiefly populat- 
ed by people doing business and owning 
property in Chicago, it will be seen that 
eleven-twelfths of the constituency of the 
County Board is located in Chicago. 


SPECIE-PAYMENTS AND THE DEBTOR 
CLASS 


Yesterday we referred to the fact that of 
the persons who oppose a return to specie- 
payments, a large body freely admit that a 
currency at par with specie value would be 
highly beneficial to the country, but they are 
personally in debt, under contracts made in 
depreciated currency, and specie-payments 
would compel them to pay 15 cents more on 
the dollar in satisfaction of their debts than 
they will have to pay if the currency remain 
at its present value. These persons are hon- 
est; they owe debts which are to mature 
within one or more years, and they shrink 
from any measure which seems to have 
the effect to add 15 cents on the 
dollar of the amount they will have to 
pay. It is easy to understand how 
personal considerations influence men’s votes 
and actions, and how men, however con- 
vinced of the general evil of a depreciated 
currency, object to being compelled to pay 15 
per cent for which they have received no 
consideration. Outside of the bankrupt and 
‘desperate speculators, who do not want 
ne worth even 85 cents, but who want it 
run down to 50or40cents on the dollar,—and 
‘the lower the better for them,—this objeo- 
‘tion to paying debts for which there is no 
consideration is the only one which in- 
fluences thousands of honest and intelligent 
persons in opposing a resumption of specie- 
‘payments. 
Can this objection be removed by any 
measure which will facilitate specie resump- 
‘tion without disturbing existing relations be- 
tween debtors and creditors, and which will 
‘not contract the volume of legal-tenders for 
‘the payment of debts? We think such a 
measure not only practicable, but highly es- 
wential to any resumption of specie-payments. 
Let Congress this winter enact: 

1. That the holders of greenbacks, upon 
‘presentation of them to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, be entitled to receive in exchange there- 
for 4 per cent gold bonds, of the denomina- 
tion of $50 or $100, or any multiple of $100. 
2. That these bonds, having thirty years to 
1 un fromthe date of issue, be made legal- 
{ enders in the payment of all debts and con- 
tracts made before, say, the 4th of July, 
1876. 

3. That the legal-tender for all contracts 
tmade after that date shall be the coin of the 
Inited States, except when payment other- 
rise may be expressly stipulated. 

Here, then, we have the problem of specie- 
payments solved withont any disturbance of 
the relations of debtor and creditor. For all 
‘purposes of payment of debts, the greenbacks 
ju their new form of bonds will be available. 
che bonds themselves will, at present prices 
ct money, be worth about 50 to 85 cents on 
the dollar in coin. The Government 5 per 
cents are worth par, and the 4 per cents would 
range from 80 to 85 cents. They will con- 
tinue to be bought and sold as the currency 
now is, for the purpose of making payments 
of debt, and will pass from hand to hand as 
eurrency in all transactions over fifty dollars. 
For thirty years these bonds or the unf und- 
ed currency will continue to serve as a legal- 
tender for debis already contracted, and that 
period will cover all existing liabilities of in- 
dividuals, corporations, and Municipal Gov- 
ernments. No manor municipality will be 
called upon to pay debts in any other curren- 
ey than that in which they were contracted. 
At the time fixed by law for the beginning 
of new contracts under the coin legal-tender, 
there will not be the slightest difficulty in 
finding all the gold necessary. As we have 
repeatedly shown, the volume of currency 
actually handledam the payment of debts is 
comparatively very small. It is less than 8 
per cent. The exchanges of the country are 
made by the transfer of credits through the 
agency of the banks. The greenback curren- 
cy and the legal-tender bonds will take the 
place, in the general business of the country, 
that the currency now occupies in the busi- 
ness of California. Greenbacks can be dis- 
posed of in Canada, England, or France; 
that is, they will be taken in exchange for 
gold st their current value. A considerable 
proportion of the business of Canada is done 
in American currency. Cwmada will sell all 
she has for greenbacks,—taking them at their 
market value. In California and on the Pa- 
cific Coast the greenbacks are received in all 
business transactions for what they are worth 
in coin. So, when gold and silver are made 
the legal-tender in all new contracts, the paper 
currency willhe used as now, except that, in- 
stead of being the measure of prices, it will be 
taken atitscoin value. The currency will lose 
none of its purchasing power, and will be re- 
lieved from most of its fluctuations, when it 
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that it will be received in the purchase of 
property and in payment of labor at its mar- 
ket value, which may be estimated at about 
85 per cent, with a tendency to increase in a 
few years to 90 per cent. 


United States at present is almost limited to 
the sum needed for payment of duties, which 
ds again paid out in the shape Of interest on 
the publie debt, and for transmission abroad 
to pay for our purchases and other foreign 
liabilities, to the extent that our exports do 
not cover. The uses for gold in this country 
being increased, gold, obeying the inevitable 
laws of trade, will flow hither in sufficient 
quantity to meet all needful demands. We 
published a few days ago the fact 
that some of the New England cotton-mills 
have begun the exportation of their manu- 
factures. A return to a specie standard 
would make the export trade general; the 
country would manufacture more, having the 
foreign market as well as the domestic in 
which to sell. Instead of exporting gold to 
pay our foreign balances, we would substi- 
tute cotton and woolen cloths, and iron and 
wooden goods. The world will come here to 
buy, if we will only adapt our financial sys- 
tem to that of the commerce of mankind. We 
will have specie-payments, leaving debtors 
and creditors to settle all existing contracts in 
paper; but for the new century we will begin 
on the healthy and permanent basis of specie 
values, and contracts in honest money having 
a fixed value: 
A ** FOREIGN” CITY. 

The cheekiest proposition of the time 
is contained in the following paragraph, ac- 
credited to the Chicago Union (Lazs’s paper) 
by its English counterpart, the Post and Mail. 

The City Council, in redividing the West Side, should 
be guided by the fact that there are in that part of the 
city German, Irish, French, Dutch, Scandivavian, and 
Sclavonic settlements, which attract in a steady man- 
ner the new emigration, and which increase in popu- 
lation, Chicago is not so much an American inland 
City as a colony of Europeans. The New England ele- 
ment here has been too largely represented in the City 
Council, which had led to many abuses, It is time 
that the foreign population should rise and stand up 
for their rights; for their share of government, 
If it were not that we dislike to treat such 
a proposition as serious, we would denounce 
it as infamous. We think it stands alone 
and without parallel. We do not believe 
there was ever before an outspoken and 
deliberate proposal to organize a city by dis- 
tricts in stich manner as to give foreigners, 
as such, the control of its affairs, on a basis 
of anti-American nativity and without any 
other purpose in view. The coalition of Irish 
and Germans formed by Hesing two years 
ago, which brought this demagogue Lixs 
into official existence, was justified perhaps 
in the minds of many by the common 
struggle for what these people believed to be 
an invasion of their personal rights ; but it wa 
only on a tempofary sumptuary issue, and 
did not advertise itself as a foreign combina- 
tion against the Americans. The Know- 
Nothing” party of twenty years ago, which 
is stall the symbol for everything outrageous 
and horrible in the eyes of foreign-born citi- 
zens, never proposed anything more villain- 
ous than this. lLazzs’s propnsal that the 
Americans shall be so districted that their 
votes will not avail them, is practically the 
same thing as to deprive them of the right of 
suffrage altogether. Fortunately the result 
of the recent election has demonstrated that 
the reputable foreign citizens of Chicago, 
whether German, Irish, Scandinavian, or of 
other nativity, are not to be held responsible 
for L's foreign Know-Nothing utterances. 
The assertion that the New England ele- 
ment has been too largely represented in the 
City Council” changes LIS proposal from 
a colossal infamy toa huge joke. Anyhody 
who has ever scanned the names of a vote in 
the Common Council for several years past— 
to say nothing of the character of the legisla- 
tion—will not hesitate long to reach the con- 
clusion that New England” is located a 
good deal further away from that body than 
Germany or Ireland. Our German friends 
have said a good many hard things about the 
“ Puritans” within the last two or three 
years, but it is the unkindest cut of all that 
they should be charged with the responsi- 
bility for the character and conduct of the 
Chicago Common Council. Plymouth Rock 
must have shaken at its base when that sen- 
tence was written. How much attention our 
Puritan Council will give to Lu prop- 
osition cannot, of course, be foretold ; but 
they will scarcely dare to adopt the full spirit 
of it. 


DEMOCRATIC INGRATITUDE. 
There is evidently a sad want of apprecia- 
tion by the Democratic organs throughout 
the country of the benefits which Mr. Hzs- 
ma has conferred upon the Democracy since 
he left the Republican party and commenced 
training with his new allies, as a Captain ot 
its various odds and ends.

THE BOMBARDMENT OF SAN SEBASTIAN. 
London Trvmes. 

San Sesastian, Oct. 19.—Ever since the 28th 
of last month we have systematically 
shelied by the Carlists; with one remarkable in- 
terval of seven days, from the 3d to the 8th 
inst., inclusive. But since the night of the 9th 
we have been kept continuaily on the alert by a 
shell fire opened on us at intervals at the most 
unex moments and varying in intensity. 
The following is the official return of the pro- 

ectiles launched against the town from the Car- 

t batteries since the beginning of the regular 
bombardment which followed the action at San 
Marcos on-the 28th ult.: Sept. 28—29, 197; 30th, 
87; Oct. 1. 45; 2d, 51; 9th, 22; 10th, 27; ith, 
47; 12th, 59; 13tb, 69; total, 354. 

Since the 13tn we have bad no officiai return; 
but, asa rule, the rate of shelling has been 
about the same. Up to to-day some 700 pro- 
jectiles have been thrown-—the majority 8 
centimetre shells, weigbing from 13 to 15 pounds, 
varied occasionally by swaller ones of 4 
centimetres, and which have been christen 
* pepinillos” by the inhabitants. The" num- 
ber and size of the miesiles may appear insic- 
nificant; but it should be remembered that 
San Sebastian is a small place, five minutes 
amply sufficing to traverse its greatest breadth ; 
and, though the actual damage dove to 
the bouses is small, still the moral ef- 
fects have been very great, every one 
who couid possibly fiy having taken 
refuge in France or Santander. In fact, the 
Carlists bave achieved their object. Despite the 
batteries which bristle on every eminence around 
the city, they have shelled the capital of Gui- 
puzcoa, bearded Gen. Triilo in his stronghold, 
aud practically put an end to the little commerce 
the Civil War had left to San Sebastian. Scared 
by the shells which dropped on the very pier- 
bead and almost on the vessel's deck, for davs 
the mail steamer did not dare to enter the port, 
and might be seen hovering uneas:ly outside the 
rocky citadel] hill, awaiting the boats conveying 
the letters and passengers: and the ships-of-war 
were fain to seek a doubtful sheiter in the har- 
bor of Pasages, being even obliged to keep well 
under cover of ceitain projectiona of the cliffs, 
a guns of San Marcos sbould open on 

em. 

All day long, perhaps, we lie behind our bar- 
ricades of earth-filled wine casks and sandbags, 
and as the rays of the eveniug sun are slanting 
over the Alameda we venture ont to catch a 

breath of air, all at once the signal bells ring out 
the alarm, and the long ;rismatic Whitworth 
shot comes screeching and groaning over the 
bousetops, sendivg us precipitately under cover. 
As a rule when once the firing begine it is kept 
up for a couple of hours. The batteries of the 
defense usually fire three or tour suots in re- 
ply to every Carlist discharge, and those whose 
ears are not accustomed to such music are 
kept in a porpetual state of doubt as to which 
detonation indicates the uxpicsion of the hostile 
projectile and which the report of the guus of the 
defense. At night—especially towards midnight 
we generally are favored with some brisk firing. 
The old alarum bell of the citidel, which had 
bung idly at its post since the siege of 1814, 
booms out hoarsely over the sleeping city. an- 
swered by the javgling chimes of Santa Maria 
and tbe other churches. Ine Serenos, or night 
police, echo the cry of ‘ fuego” from corner to 
corner; the few ‘stray persons abroad dash 
hurriedly towards the entrance halls which, 
by order of the authorities, are left opeu 
all night; and then acroes the waters 
of the Concha comes the boom of 
the guns at Arrateain and the uncanny whistle 
of the she!ls in rapid succession, Now and then 
the crash of falling tiles announces that a shot 
bas told on some housetop; bat, as a rule, the 
projectiles sent us at night pass clean over the 
town and burst amid the stones and sand in the 
bed of the Urumea, just where the British and 
Portuguese storming column struggied across 


cenvury ago. As a consequence of this nigut 
fire, many of the inhabitants habitually sees 
refuge iu the churches, whither they have car- 
ried their beds, and every one having a cellar 
to his bouse has utilizea it as a dormitory. 
Duriog the dav, too, timid persons repair to 
the churches with the double object of shelter 
and devotion, though the former seems now the 

rimary dest dation of the sacred edifices, as the 

ollowiog incident would seem to show: Ove 
day last week, while the shell fire was unusually 
hot, Iss making my way towards the steep 
ascent leading to the citadel, from which a mag- 
nificent view of the hostile batteries is obtained. 
I was accompanied by some English ladies, who 
have lingered in the to*n despite che bombard- 
ment, aud. passing by the gates of the Church 
cf Santa Maria, we entered the bu iding. partly 
through-curiosity to see the crowd which had fled 
thither for protection and partly to view theedilice 
itself. Halt a minute after our entry a celador, or 
policeman, two of whom were oa duty at the 
gate, came up to us and poliely d+ mand-d 
whether we were seeking sheit er trom the 
shells. We replied that we had come only to 
look at the church, and were thereupon told to 
leave, the orders being that only those who 
sought refuge there were allowed to enter. 

Snort though the period since the bambard- 
meut has commenced, the gamin element of San 
Sebastian already derives considerable amuse- 
ment from watching the bursting of the pro- 
jectiles and afterwards scramb/iog for the mor- 
eels in the crater left by the explosion. In fact, 
to witness the ruth of gamins, great and email, 
which ensues when a sbell bursts pear one 
of the sheltered corners 
become favorite lounging places for such peo- 
ple, ope vo d sup; ose atreasure bad suddenly 
falien from the clouds. ming aware of this 
practice, the Carlists rather maliciously endeav- 
ored to turn it to use for themselves. Up to 
that time they had invariaoly fitted their sheils 
with percussion fuses, so that the projectiles ex- 
ploded instantaneously on striking. Later, how- 
ever, they changed to time fuses, hoping. doubt- 
less, to arrange them in such a maoner that the 
luckless wights, thinking to gain possession of 
the much-coveted prize, an unexploded shell, 
would be biown to pieces while crowding round 
it. Luckily, however, it was remarked that some 
sbeils burst in the air, aud others long alter 
strikiog, and caution was accordingly in ap- 
prosching the missiles.

‘The party repaired at once to 
the Park, and on their first appearance the borns 
ere the signal for the beginning of the eport. 
hat is here called a partula di caccia is aot, as 
I imagined, a hunting, but a shooting 
party. Theres was a ue of. the 
Prince's coveys, and a terrific siaughter 
ensued. The King seldom fired, but never 
missed. Thirty-one shote of the Emperor were 
successful. Prince Humbert did the greatest 
execution. The Dukes of Aosta aod Genoa 
also acquitted themselves with credit. Count 
Moltke did not attend the party. There were 
about 400 pheasants and woodcocks killed, a 
roebuck which received bie death-sbot from the 
Emperor's rifle, several bares, and otber game, 
and the whole was presented to the Emperor 
Wilham, who, I am told, ordered it to be sent 
by train to Berlin, Then followed lunch at 4, and 
94 hours later the sportsmen were all back in 

lan. 

In the evening we had the Court Ball. The 
hour appointed for it was half past 9, and by 
that time a great many of the 4,000 invited 
guests were awaiting the Court party, who made 
their appearance at 10. The gentlemen, who 
constituted a very large majority, were requested 
to remain in the ante-chamber shile the ladies 
were being ushered in and accommodated with 
seats in the dancing-room, the Grand Hall of 
the Caryatides. ‘The lines of chairs were drawn 
up on three sides of the vast apart- 
ment; the fourth side of the area was unoccu- 
pied, being at first intended as free space for the 
dancers. The gentlemen had to squeeze in be- 
tween the ladies chairs and the walls, and the 
crush was awful, on'y a few being sufficiently 
fortunate to see anything, as, upon the first 
notes of Haydn's Anthem being struck, the 
Royal couples stepped in, the Emperor with 
the Princess Margaret, the King with the 
Duchess of Genoa, and the Prince and 
General of bigh rack, withthe Marchesa di Mon- 
tereno, the Countess Gaitinava, and other ladies 
of houor in attendance on the Princess. Little 
chance was given to gentlemen io black coats 
and white cravats to view tbe rich uutforms ana 
the elegant ladies' toilete that dazzled the 
eve in the bright vet soft blaze of those myriads 
of wax lights. The Emperor wore a scariet 
tunic, with white epaulete, and beld io his 
right hand his helmet with the silver eagie. 
The King aod Prince Amadeo were ciad in their 
Geneiais’ uniform. Prince Humbert, during the 
German Emperor's visit, invariably appears io 
Prussian Hussar costume of the regiment which 
bears bis name. Count von Moltke had on the 
cordon of the Order of St. Maurice. Ihe Mivisters 
and other high civil functionaries wert in Court 
dres. ThePrinceas Margaret was attired ia bive, 
ber robe bordered wiih wreaths of roses. Her 
necklace and tiara were of diamonds. Her mother. 
the Ducbess of Genoa, was in white: After the 
firat and second waltzes, in which the Princes 
and the Prinoees with the ladies of honor took 
the lead, the lists began to be invaded, the gen- 
tlemen, most of whom had in their pent-up 
position been nearly suffocated, broke in unte- 
strained, and then the melee became gen- 
eral, room enough being only left here 
and there for the cancing rets. The 
Emperor, the King, and, I believe, the Duchess 
of Genoa, did pot join the daucers. Tne Em- 
peror, 80 far as I could see, never sat down, but 
was upremitting in bis atieniions tothe Prin- 
cess and the loveliest of her ladies of honur. 
Prince Tommaso, the young Duke of Genoa, 
appeared to impross the ladies in my im- 
med.ate neighborhood as being remarkably 
haodsome. He is now grown up, and looks 
noble and .maaly, and those iucipient. mus- 
taches on which, sfx years ago, Prim grounded 
bis arguments for considering the Prince as a fit 
candidate forthe Spanish throne have now ex- 
panded into a large and fall dark beard. His 
Hoval Highness is only 19. 

The ladies present did not exceed 400; the 
other sex Mmus-zered at least four times stronger. 
The Court retired a little before miduight. 

The Emperor paid a visit on Thursday morn- 
ing to the Milan Cathedral, of which pone of 
the clergy, except the King’s Almoner and 
Monsignor Aliprandi, the Administrator of the 
Church, consented to do the bonors. The 
hatred of the Clerical party to the excom- 
muuicated Protestant Sovereign continues un- 
abated.

He drove out in a civilian 
dress in a modest Court carriage, and only at- 
tended by three officers of high ravk, and 
visited the Library and the Gallery of Hine 
Arts at the Palace of Brera, where, among 
a vast treasure of old illustrated mavuscripts 
and rere editions, he was at his request 
shown the mass-books of the Chaitreuse of 


Paisa. which had attracted the especial attention 


of the Princess of Prussia during a recent visit. 
and where, out of 1.000 pictures of the Milanese 
school, he singed out the gem of the collection, 
Raphaels Eespousal of the Virgin,” and in- 
quired by what chance the picture had found its 
way there.

Throughout all these 
incideots of the Emperors visit, and in 
bis intercourse with the many persons 
admitted to hie presence, His Imperial Majesty 
showed himself wonderfully frank and commu- 
nicative, and was particularly eager to imprees 
his interlocutors with the great delight he felt 
at the warm and cordial reception he had met 
with on the part of the Italians, having, as 
be said, never in his life experienced any- 
thing like it, as well as his conviction that 
a good understanding between Germany and 
Italy must needs be a guarantee of 
European peace.

MOODY’S MINISTRATIONS. 
Crowded Meetings at the Broockiyu 

Rink Westerday—Specimenus of the 

Great Mevivelist’s Characteristic 

Simules. 

New Lokk. Nov. 8.—There was a large aitend- 
dance at the revival-meeting at the Brooklya 
Tabernacle this morning and an unusually carn- 
est religious sentiment was manifested. 80 
anxious were many to testify to the blessed work 
of the Lord that several were on their feet at 
the same time. There were about 200 requests 
for prayers, Mr. Moody read the 107th Peaim. 
and then delivered a short discourses. He 
eaid that if a man has been saved, the first 
thing he should do was to confess Christ. 
A great many did not get the blessing of 
the Lord because they did not confess. In 
these few verses it was shown that they were 
crying out for help. He asked a woman, on one 
occasion, if she ever prayed, and she said: 
“Ob! yes; whenever Iam in trouble I pray.” 
He was sorry to say that was about the way with 
most of us. He boped that they would not hesi- 
tate to praise God for His kindness, and that 
no one would speak unless be bas something to 
say in the praise of the Lord for His goodness. 
The hymn, * We Praise. Thee, oh God, fer the 
Son of Thy Love,“ was then sung, and Deacon 
Hantry said chat in his Sabbath-school, yester- 
day, they laid aside the cloding exer- 
cises, and 500 of the scholars remained 
for prayer, acd out of this number twenty arose 
and asked for prayers. In the inquiry meeting, 
held afterwards, seven confessed to having been 
saved. Then, as they started to go home, the 
question was asked of a young man if he had 
given his heart to Christ,, and his reply was that 
he had not. His attention was called to the 
street-lamp, balf a block distant, and he was 
told that he could be saved before he reached 
that lamp. When he got within 12 feet of the 


‘lamp, he stopped and said: “I give myself to 


the Savior.” Tben they reached the lamp, and 
bad a talk, and thea more of the young men ac- 
knowledged that they had accepted Christ. 

Mr. George C. Bell testified to what nad been 
done by the Lord in the past four days. Three 
sisters with whom he had talked men inquiry 
meeting had all confessed to baving been con- 
verted, and the eldest had established a family 
altar at home, and they now hal family wolship. 
He related the conversation of a young man who 
was em loved as night-watcbman in the Navy- 
Yard. When he asked him if he wanted to be 
saved, he replied ves. Now he was con- 
verted, and praying for bis mother. The Rev. 
Fred Ball announced that thirty souls bad been 
brought to Jesus in bis church. Mr. Moody 
said that he wanted to report from the 

dung men's mecting on Clermont avenue. 

‘ney bad a good and glorious time, apd a larze 
number of conversions. If Mr. Moody would 
remain here during the winter, they would be 
able to convert that entire section of che city. 

The Rev. Dr. Talmage stated that they bad an 
excellent dar yesterday, and that 360 new cases 
for religious inquiry hed been presented. Tne 
Rev. Dr. Steel testified tothe progress of the 
good work. lo conversation with mipisters all 
over the city, he found that lukewarm members 
ef churches were becoming earnest workers 
for the Lord. Mr, Sankey related the case 
of a young Scotchman, a civil engineer, 
which had come directly under hiv obser- 
vatiou at an inquiry meeting. He was an infidel, 
but his mother prayed for him, and had written 
him to go to the meetings, He had finally come, 
and been converted to God. A young man arose 
in the congiegation to confirm Mr. Sankey's 
statement dy relating his own experience. 
Other young converts spoke of their cor version, 
after which the meeting was dismmissed. 

Among the requests fur prayers was one for a 
stage-actor, who save that he attended the meet- 
ing a scoffer, and left ita penitent. He says: 
of saw the wickedness of mv calling. and yes- 
terday I left the theaire forever.” This an- 
nouneemeut was received with cries of Amen!

The portion of the Scripture 
read by Mr. Moody was the 224 chapter of Mat- 
thew and 23d to 46th verses, baving reference to 
the Sadducees and Pharisees questioning the 
Lord about the resurrection and His command- 
ments. and He in turn asking them what they 
thought of Christ. Mr. Sankey then followed 
with the hymn I Love to Teil the Story.” 

After reading notices of future meetings, Mr. 
Moody called their attention to the forty-second 
verse of the twenty-second chapter of St. 
Matthew: What think ye of Christ 77 That 
was the question, said be, Christ put to the 
Sadducees. They had come with a hard quesiion 
to Him. and thought there was no difticnity 
about silencing Christ, but He auswered them 
wisely, and they were astonished at His 
wisdom, and so the Pharisees gatbered them- 
s. ves togetber aud asked lim the question, and 
thought He wondd surely not be able to ans ver, 
but He ausvered their question, avd then in 
tarn asked them another one, ** What do ye 
think of Christ?“ The Pharisees did not believe 
in the divinity of the Lord Jesue Christ, and 
the Jews, asa nation, did not believe that He 
was the son of God, but that He 
was an imposter, but they could not 
answer the question. I never, said Mr. Moody, 
found any man who conld that did not believe in 
the divinity of Jesus Christ. I am not come to- 
bight to ask you what you think of Obrist as the 
preacher or teacher. Eighteen hundred years 
bave rolled away, aod His sermons live in the 
hearts of the people. There is not a man in 
Brooklyn but can’ tell you of the prodigal 
80D. There are hospitals now for in- 
curables, but there was no such hospital 
when Christ wae i» earth. He healed all manner 
of diseases. Wonderful physician! I would like 
to bring Him before you axa comforter. Hecom- 
forts tbem that mourn. But I come to prees this 
question: Was He God manifest in the flesh? 
if He was not more than Abraham, Moses, tbe 
Patriarch, and Apostles, then we are guilty of 
man-worship, of setting up an idol between God 
aod man. If He was both God and man, then we 
ought to obey Him. If I came into Brooklyn 
and wanted to find out alt about a man, there 
are two classes of peoyle to whom I would 
apply: bis admirers and his enemies.

I was truly pained to read the other day in the 
Interior, an organ of our Presbyterian Church, 
an editorial ‘article—I don’t know whether it 
was meant for prose or poetry—headed The 
Development of Love,” which is nothing else 
but the theory of evolution applied to the system 
of grace. This, I believe, is something bes; 
and it shows that the world is moving. Vou 
Buch in geology, Laplace in astronomy, and 
now Charles Darwin in the world of animated 
nature, ali of them materialists, are entitled to 
the credit of baving reduced evolution to @ gn 
ence. But this false doctrine must not be per 
mitted to invade the proviace of Christianity. 
The effect would be even worse than the ingraft- 
ing of gnosticism in old times on the doctrines 
of the Bible. It led tothe apostacy. And the 
evolution philosophy will desmoy Christianity, if 
Christianity does not destroy that. 

I know that the great Captain of Salvation can 
take care of His awn Church. And I know, also, 
that, sometimes heresies and fiery trials are per- 
mitted in order to purify the Church, and to sep- 
arate tue chaff from the wheat. But I must say 
that the sigus look dark and portentons. I can- 
not read a lecture or a new book on Science and 
Religion that does not contain the leaven of the 
new philosophy. Aud now we have the editor 
of the Interior, who was but a few months ago 
engaged in prosecuting a brother clergyman for 
heresy, prostituting the columns of his paper to 
the purpose of popularizing what I must con- 
sider as a *‘ damnable heresy.” 

1 bave been nearly forty yeara a minister in 
copnection with the Presbyterian Church, and 
expect to aitain, if spared a Very iittle longer, 
to the full age allotted to man. For the last fif- 
teen years I have performed but little active la- 
bor because of vecy infirm health. But recent! 
my health bas become greatly improved, and 1 
purpose the remnani of my days, be they few or 
many, in trying to show the fallacy and the folly 
of the whole Evolation scheme. I can scarcely 
recognize the Church of my fathers. We knew 
nothing of these abominations fifty years ago. 
We all thought that we could understand what 
Moses intended to teach in the first chapter of 
Genesis.

The 
other day I read in & book written by a Christian 
minister, and a teacher in one of our colleges, 
that the first of Genesis is a graud choral 
song.“ — poom, a fiction, never intended to 
teach anytbiog to the history of our earth! And 
vow here is the editor of the Inferior saying to 
his thousands of Presbyterian readers: 

A wrong interpretation of Genesis at first gave the 
frnpression that God had creat@d the universe in six 
sudden and fleeting days. But a careful science has 
opened up the vistas of God's past activity until they 
seem méasureless ; aud mathematics faul to compute 
the length of God's day,—the grand march of creation 
out of slow cycles of an everniy to its present full and 
finished glory. God could have thr.st an island, full- 
bloszomed, above the waves tt an instant of time; 
but into its coral foundaijons, slowly und siowly, He 
pressed the lives of myriads of insecta, 

T repeat that I do not know whether thie and 
much more like it was meant for poetry or prose, 
for the sentiment and the style are equali¢ 
poetic; but still I fear that many honest minded 
people may be disposed to take it for sober 
prose. According to this new philosophy, the 
Sabbath is a vast geologicel period, and, also, 
death reigoed on this earth myriads of ages be- 
fore the introduction of sin. But Paul says 
death was introduced “by sin.”

REVISING THE SONG-BOOKS. 


All Religious Sentiment to Be Out Out 
of Those in the Public Schools. 


That Is the Next Move of Those 
Opposed to Bible-Readink. 


A Selection of Some Ohj ectionable Passages 


Since the action of the Board of Edu>ation in 
rescinding the resolution requiring the reading 
of the Bible in the public schools of this city 
there bas been a vast deal of discussion and re- 
crimination on the part of those who favored 
tbe measrre on the one hand and the champions 
of the Bible on the other. Sermons have been 
preached and leogthy communications have been 
printed from both parties, and a great deal of 
interest bas been aroused upon the subject. 

Contrary to the expectation of many, the 
Board has not yielded to the immense pressure 
bronght to bear upon it for the reversal of its 
action, and has paid little attention to the vol- 
umivous documents pro and con which bave 
been presented for i's consideration. In fact, if 
there is a majority of sentiment in the Board 
upon either side of the question, that majority 
is on the side of the anti-Bible-readers, Further- 
more, it is reported on good authority that the 
next move of the Board will be to expurgate and 

REVISE THE SINGING-BOOKS 

now in use in the public schools, with a view to 
destroying all allusions to the Deity and the 
Savior. The task, even if attempted, will prove 
a very diſheult one, as the great mass of the 
songs now sung are religious, or have religious 
allusions in them. There are two books used in 
the city. The first of them is entitled, Graded 
Singers: Book Two,” and 1s designed for use in 
district schools and intermediate departments of 
graded schools. It was compiled by Mesara. E. 
E. Whittemore and O. Blackman.

It is claimed by some that it is too much to re- 
quire ehildren to subscribe to such sentiments 
as enunciated above, Still, agaiu, on the fif- 
teenth page there isa soug called ‘' Missions, 
which goes on to stats: 

Missions lie in words of kindness, 
Missions lie in deeds of love, 

Missions lie in words of kindness,— 
These are missions sent by God. 

Notwitbetanding the fact that this allusion to 
thee Diety can be construed profauely, it is evi- 
deut to the reasoning bearer that the iatention 
of the au hor was to religiously instruct the 
youtbfal ginger, and the song will therefore 
come under the ban.

Although the meaning of the latter line is 
evidently metaphorical, a grave objection is 
made to the entire piece, since it puts into the 
mouths of the children sentiments which are 
opposite to those which have been recently in- 
culcated by the Board of Education. They do 
not love *‘ the sacred Bock of God,” or, at least, 
they seem to believe that there are some others 
which can ite place supply.” 

The song-oook used in the Grammar, Inter- 
mediate, or District Schools is entitled ** Graded 
Singers: Book Three,” and this also contains 
much matter which will have to be thrown out 
in case the effort to abolish

should be successful. For instance. on page 37 
there isa soug, the last line of each stanza in 
which reads “He carries the lambs in His 

On page 126 there is a song which contains the 
foliowing lines : ; 

Then conquer we must, when our cause it is just, 

And this be our motto In God is. our trust.” 

This sentiment will, no doubt. be eagerly cried 
down by many 008, potwithstanding that 
the song is an old add familiar one, called The 
Star-Spangled Banver.” Page 136 contains an- 
other song which is peculiarly obnoxious. It is 
a Obristmas Carol,“ and abounds in references 
to Jesus. The very first stanza 1s especially ob- 
jectionable to the revisers. It reads: 

I love to hear the ringing 
They speck Of thet bright morning, 
8 
Tifamined by a siar, 
On which the infant Savior 
Was found of those who sought, 
Within an bumble manger, 
Where gifts of gold were brought. 

The latter portion of the book is devoted ex- 
clusiveiy to sacred pieces, none of which are un- 
exceptionable from the point of view adopted by 
the objectors. Among the worst of the pieces in 
this respect is the *‘Gloria in Excelsis, which 
speaks of O Lord, the only begotten Son, Je- 
sus Christ, 0 Lord God, Lamb of God, Son 
of the Father,“ etc. There is no doubt but that 
if the attempt of these gentlemen to reconcile 
all the religious sentiment in singing is success- 
ful, the books now in use will need a thorough 
revision and expurgation. 

The ie Soong taken by the wonld-be revisers is 
that it as objectionable to sing a religious 
sentiment as it is to read it,—even more 60, be- 
cause it is more firmly i upon the mind. 
The reading of the Bible was dropped because it 
was sectarian; for the same reason — — 
of sectarian sentiments must be put an to. 
If one goes the other ought te follow. The 
chief trouble feared is the expense which will at- 
tend the change. The present text-books are so 
full of objectionable passages that they could 
not well be retained, and, while there is an 
abundance of Secular melody, it has never been 
collected im book-form for school purposes. To 
change books at all is expensive, and in this 
case it would be hard to find s suitable 
tion at once. Still the demand creates the sup- 

ly. and in a short time the Board will doubtless

CHICAGO. 
BILL FOR ACCOUNT. 

Edgar M. Doolittle. filed a bili yesterday in the 
Supeiior Court against William W. Bates, Ste- 
phen W. Bates, W. W. Bates & Co., aud the Cbi- 
eago Dry-Dock Company, asking for an account, 
which incidentally shows the way the Dock Com- 
pany was orgacized. Complainant states that 
in July, 1570, William W. Bates owed him 
about $11,000, on account of the purchase of 
complainant's half interest in a dry dock owned 
by the firm of Doolittle & Bates. To secure this 
amount Bates gave his promissory notes due in 
one, two, and three years, and secured them by 
@ mortgage on the working capital and property 
of Bates’ dry dock. The mortgage and mort- 
gaged property were both destroyed ia the fire 
of October, 1871, and complainant then lent 
to Bates about 6,000, which he. had 
received as insurance on his interest in 
the property, to enable the latter to rebuild. 
Bates, however, bas been unable to pay the 
whole debt, and there is still about 68, 000 due. 

In the early part of December, 1874, complaiu- 
ant became one of the organizers of the Chicago 
Dry-Dock Company, the remaining {ncorporators 
being W. W. Bates, Stephen Bates, Andrew 
Miller and Thomas D. Miller, and Orville Olcott. 
In February following Doolittle asked Bates to 
further secure the 8,000 due by pledging a por- 
tion of the fature dividends of Bates & Co. in 
the Company. W. W. Bates agreed, and pro- 
cured from*wates & Co., of which he was amem- 
ber, an order op the Company to pay complain- 
ant nine twenty-fourths of all the dividends due 
Bates & Co. for two years. On the back of this 
order W. W. Bates imdorsed a second order, re- 
questing the Company to pay Doolittle a quarter 
of the rents due his (Bates’) firm. 
Complainant, feeling reasonably satisfied, 
then agreed not to prosecnte his claim against 
Bates for three years, aud incase the Company 
should coutinue in business two years to extend 
tus payment of the notes a year longer. Bates 
then agreed that any stock which belonged to 
him should be transferred to complainant to still 
furtber secure him. 

At che time of the organization of the Compa- 
ny the various firms who had ass in its in- 
corporation had leased to it certain dock prop- 
erty, there ef among others a provision for 
the forfeiture of any lease, and of the member- 
ship in the Comoany in case the lessor should 
not have good title. A few weeks ago Bates & 
Co. failed in their title to their dock, and their 
interest in the Company was closed out. A 
hort time prior it had been decided to issue 
stock, and, when Bates & Co. were voted out, 
W. W. Bates taving procured the stock-book 
from the Secretary's drawer, drew certain 
certificates of stock io hus own 
favor and that of bis partner, Stephen Bates, 
althoagh tbe latter had disclaimed any interest 
in the Company, and attempted to procure the 
President's signature to the certificates. That 
ofticer, however, refused, on the ground that 
Doolittie had served hin with a notice not to 
issue any stock to him (Bates) or his. firm. 

This action on the part of W. W. Bates has 
shown an intention op hig part, it is claimed, to 
violate his contract, and the complainant there- 
fore files bis bill, asking that an accoaot may be 
taken of the amount due him and of Bates & 
Co.'s profits in the Dock Company; that the 
deferidanis may be decreed to pay him the 
amount due out of Bates 4 Co.'s. share 
of the profits; and that they may be 
restrained from issuing any stock certificates or 
paving any dividends or rent to Bates & Co. 
until bis claim be paid. The injunction was 
granted es desired.

END OF THE LAFAYETTE INTRAMUNICIPAL JANGLE. 
Specicl Dispatch to The Chigaco Tribune, 

IxpiaNApowss, Nov. 8.—In the Supreme Court 
to-day, Judge Downey filed an opinion in the 
case of McNulty vs. Connew, on an appeal from 
the Tippecanoe Circuit Court. This was a pro- 
ceeding by habeas corpus on petition of the ap- 
pellant against the appellee, who is keeper of the 
city prisdn in Lafayette. The question presented 
is as to the power of a City Judge to exercise 
jurisdiction of action for violation of a city or- 
dinagce, In 1874, the City Council of Lafayette 
adopted an ordinance creating the office 
of City Judge, in accordance with the 
provisions of an act passed by the 
Legislature in 1867, and a Judge was elected to 
fil’ that office.’ Appellant’ was arraigned for 
violation of a city ordinance, and, on trial be- 
fore the City Judge, was adjudged guilty 
and sentenced to pay a fine, ‘and, in defanis, 
was imprisoned, A habeas corpus 1 
followed, and Judge Vinton remanded the pris- 
over to the custody of the keeper of ‘the city 
prison. The Court holds that the law under 
which the office of City Judge was songht to be

MONCURE D. CONWAY. 


Lecture on London Literature and 
Society. 

Mr. Moneure D. Conway gave ove of his de- 
lighefui conversational! lectures in the parlors of 
the Third Unitarian Church, corner of Mooros 
and Laflin streets, last evening. Mr. Conway's 
theme was London Literature and Society,” 
aod, in the course of its exposition, he said that 
after au absevce abroad of thirteen years he 
hed returned to find the country prospering in 
an unexampled degree. New York and Boston 
had grown wooderfally, and Chicago had grown 
up out of the asbee of her big fire. He 
folt like the old Abbot in the story, who 
repined at the thought that all they did in 
heaven was to sing. He left his monastery, went 
out into the forest,. and by chance heard a 
nightingale sing. When he returned everything 
was changed,a new Abbot was in the monastery, 
and, in fact, he bad been listening to the night- 
ingale not for @ single morning but a hundred 
years, So the epeaker felt on his return to his 
country where be saw everything changed and 
improved. . 

Eighteen years ago he first spoke in Chicago. 
On this occasion he would speak to the people 
of Chicago about bis friends in England. 
men who were the masters of literature 
of the present century. He ‘didn’t know 
a man 80 misunderstood as poor, old Carlyle. 
Before leaving England, the speaker nad called 
to bid him good-by. “ Well,” said. Mr. Carlyle, 
‘* You are going away. I don't suppose anybody 
would believe it, but I regard America as one of 


the greatest and most important countries in the 
world.”
